WRESTLING TAKES ITS 
RIGHTFUL PLACE 


We have been saying for over a 
year now that professional 
wrestling is at its greatest peak. 
We recognize it and so do 
wrestling promoters. It used to 
be that crowds in excess of 
20,000 people were a real oddity 
in the sport. Oh, there were a 
few in recent years. 

In 1961 over 38,000 fans saw 
Buddy Rogers defeat Pat 
O'Connor for the N.W.A. World's 
Heavyweight Championship in 
Chicago's Comiskey Park. In 
1970 in the same stadium over 
30,000 fans saw Verne Gagne 
successfully defend the A.W.A. 
World's Heavyweight 
Championship against Baron Von 
Raschke with Mad Dog and 
Butcher Vachon meeting Dick 








the Bruiser and The Crusher in 
the co-main event. 

But, in the last twelve months 
wrestling spectaculars have really 
come into their own. Madison 
Square Garden has led the way 
with over 20,000 in attendance 
for almost all its cards. The 
Garden shows alone will 
probably gross over one million 
dollars for the year. 

Last summer in the Los 
Angeles Coliseum over 25,000 
fans saw Fred Blassie defeat John 
Tolos. In June, over 26,000 fans 
turned out for the card held in 
Texas Stadium, the home of the 


Dallas Cowboys, in Irving, Texas. 


They saw Fritz von. Erich and 
Dory Funk Jr. wrestle to a draw 
in an N.W.A. title match. 

In July, at Jarry Ball Park, the 
home of the Montreal Expos, 
promoter Johnny Rougeau drew 
over 26,000 fans for the match 
between The Sheik and Jacques 
Rougeau. The Montreal crowd is 
especially significant іп that 
there are two rival promotions 
active in Montreal. The other 
group, headed by Lucien 
Gregoire, drew over 20,000 fans 
into the Montreal Forum in 
August. When you consider that 
drawing over 20,000 fans was 
almost unheard of a few years 
ago and now you have two 
promoters in the same city 
within a month of each other, 
you have to realize that the great 
sport of professional wrestling 
has really come into its own. 


Just as we go to press, we note 
that they have a card schedule in 
Cleveland's Muninipal Stadium, 
that will feature fifty wrestlers in 
a three-ring affair for preliminary 
matches and then concentrating 
on the main ring for the final 
matches topped by a meeting 
between Johnny Valentine and 
Johnny Powers. 

In less than a month from now 
Verne Gagne faces Ivan Koloff in 
a co-feature with Dick the 
Bruiser and The Crusher against 
Black Jack Mulligan and Black 
Jack Lanza in Soldier’s Field in 
Chicago. And just announced is a 
card at Shea Stadium in New 
York that will feature Pedro 
Morales defending the W.W.W.F. 
title against Bruno Sammartino. 

These upcoming cards in 
Cleveland, Chicago and New 
York will probably all set records 
for attendance and the way 
wrestling is going those new 
records will probably bé broken 
next year. 


Yes, wrestling fans are turning 
out in record numbers all over 
the country and of the “World 
Series of Professional Wrestling" 
that we proposed in the September 
Editorial between the various 
claimants to the heavyweight 
title ever takes place, then we 
feel that wrestling will attract 
even larger crowds, not only for 
the annual super-shows in the 
various areas, but also, and 
probably more importantly, for 
the week.

ASK THE WRESTLERS 


Billy Robinson discusses the wrestling 


situation in Great Britain with 
Wrestling Monthly editor 


Norman Kietzer. 


N.J. of London, England, 
wants to know why Billy 
Robinson has not been back in 
his homeland during the past 
year to prove to Albert Wall, 
who is now recognized as British 
Heavyweight Champion, that he 
is still England's top 
heavy weight? 

I caught up with Billy 
Robinson in Minneapolis 


recently and put the question to 
know, 


him. As our readers 





Robinson still holds the British 
Empire and European 
heavyweight titles. However, the 
title of British Heavyweight 
Champion was removed from 
him due to the fact that he did 
not come back to England and 
wrestle often enough. 

Billy’s answer was very simple. 
“I don't really feel that I have to 
prove anything to Albert Wall. I 
defeated him on several 
occasions in England and 
defending the British title. If he 
wants a match let him come to 
Canada, where I have wrestled 
often recently, and I'll defend 
the British Empire Heavyweight 
Championship against him. Right 
now my primary aim is to win 
the A.W.A. World's Heavyweight 
Championship from Verne 
Gagne. I also am planning trips 
to Japan and Germany. The 
British title that held, and the 
others that I still hold, are very 
important. But I believe that the 





World’s Heavyweight 
Championship should be the 
primary goal of a wrestler and I 
believe in myself and my ability 
to gain that title. Everywhere 
that I have wrestled, I finished 
on top, and І am going to finish 
on the top here. Winning the 
World's Heavyweight 
Championship may take a bit 
longer, but I am going to get 
there." 

I think that Billy has spelled it 
out pretty well. I agree with the 
British promoters for removing 
the country's title from Billy and 
giving it to Albert Wall, since a 
regional title like that should be 
defended regularly in the region 
where it is recognized. I also 
agree with Robinson in his 
choice of goals. Maybe one of 
these days everyone will be 
satisfied when Billy Robinson 
returns home to England with 
the A.W.A. World’s Heavyweight 
Championship in his possission.

surprise, though his margin of 
victory was. Even though he lost 
the United States Heavyweight 
Championship to Bobo Brazil, 
that hasn’t slowed down the 
dislike among the fans of this 
Arabian grappler. The Sheik, 
with his manager Abdullas 
Faruk, has been wrestling 
regularly in Detroit, Toronto, 
Los Angeles, Honolulu, 
Montreal, and many other places. 
He is wrestling’s most unpopular 
figure and gets that dubious 
award this year. 

The man finishing in second 
position was no surprise either. 
Ivan Koloff has been the top 
thorn in the side of Verne Gagne 
in A.W.A. circles for about a year 
now. Since our last poll in 1968, 
Ivan has also held the W.W.W.F. 


title, winning over Bruno 
Sammartino. Many of the 
Sammartino popularity votes 


were coupled with a vote for 
Ivan as the most unpopular, 
which proves that Bruno fans 
haven’t forgotten that Ivan is the 
one who dethroned their 
champion. Ivan, like The Sheik, 
received his votes from 
everywhere though we would say 
that W.W.W.F. and A.W.A. cities 
contributed the most. 

The third man on the list was 
somewhat a surprise. Dirty Dusty 
Rhodes appeared here in the top 
ten for the first time. In fact, 
Koloff, Rhodes, Firpo, Shane, 
Iuakea, Steele, Bockwinkel, and 





















Ivan Koloff finished in the second position 
in the world wide poll of unpopularity. He 
has been tearing up A.W.A. rings in recent 
months as he tries to defeat Verne Gagne. If 
he would be Gagne, he might very well 
become the most unpopular wrestier in the 
world. 


This picture of Dirty Dusty Rhodes chewing 
on the head of Billy Howard is a good 
reason why Dirty Dusty became one of the 
new members of the top ten of most 
unpopular wrestlers, The way he handles his 
opponents, as well as the way he talks about 
his fellow grapplers and wrestling fans, is 
why Rhodes is the third most unpopular 
wrestler in the world. 


The Big “К” were all first time 
top ten place winners. 

Rhodes has been wrestling as 
the tag team partner of Larry 
Hennig in recent months in 
A.W.A. territory. Even though he 
has not gained any A.W.A. titles, 
Rhodes has been engaged in 
bitter feuds with several top 
wrestlers. And, we are sure that 
the great lack of modesty that 
Rhodes has shown when being 
interviewed played a big part 
here. Even though Koloff took 
the biggest portion of votes from 
the A.W.A. areas, Rhodes has 
large support there. What really 
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Koloff is the man who dethroned Bruno 
Sammartino by defeating the most popular 
wrestler in the world in Madison Square 
Garden. Ivan continues to defeat almost 
every top wrestler who crosses his path and 
for that the fans dislike him. 





Bobby Shane, and valet Sherri, form one of 
the most  disliked combinations in 
professional wrestling today. Bobby has 
terrorized wrestling rings throughout the 
south and in return the fans have voted him 
the number five position in the 
unpopularity poll. 


boosted him into third place 
though were the votes from 
Missouri, Oklahoma, Arkansas, 
Texas, Louisiana, and Mississippi. 
Apparently fans haven't 
forgotten Rhodes in that area. 
He held the North American 
Heavyweight Championship for a 
period of several months, 
defending it often in that area. 
Even though he eventually lost it 
to.Cowboy Bill Watts, the man 
he won it from, apparently fans 
there haven't forgotten him. 


Rhodes is the type of individual 


you don't forget. 
The fourth man on the list is 


Pampero Firpo. The wild bull of 
the Pampas got a lot of support 
from W.W.W.F. territory, but he 
again is a veteran wrestler who 
has been everywhere and is never 
soon forgotten. The Argentina 
star also received a lot of votes 
from Detroit, and surprisingly, 
from the West Coast, especially 
San Francisco, and from Hawaii. 

The fifth man on the list was 
Bobby Shane. Bobby has been 
around wrestling for ten years 
now and is no longer the “boy 
wonder" of the sport that he 
once was. During the last year 
though, Bobby has really come 
into his own. He has been most 
successful in Florida and that is 
where he received his greatest 
support, though he also gained 
plenty of votes from the Gulf 
Coast states of Alabama, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, and Texas. 
Bobby has appeared in all of 
those areas during the past year. 
Probably Shane's success coupled 
with his new rough and brutal 
style is what pushed him into the 
top ten. And there is always one 
other ingredient that makes for 
success and the beautiful valet 
named  Sherri who has 
accompanied Shane on most of 
his ring appearances during the 
past year may have been the 
thing that made Bobby one of 
the most disliked in his 
profession. 

The next man is one person 
who has been among the top ten 
in every one of our unpopularity 
polls. That man is Ray Stevens. 
He was ranked seventh in 1962, 
ninth in 1965, tenth in 1968, 
and his highest finish was this 
year at sixth. Stevens is the 
exception to the rule which 
seems to be that a new breed of 
grapplers is taking over as 
wrestling's top stars. We 
mentioned earlier that eight of 
the men in the unpopularity poll 
were ranked in the top ten for 
the first time. The same thing is 
true for the unpopularity poll. 
Stevens, however, is the 
exception to the rule. He is the 
man who has stood the test of 
time. 

Ironically, Stevens also 
finished quite high in the 
popularity poll. He was ranked 
fourteenth there. This can be 














attributed to the fact that Ray 
Stevens is very popular around 
the San Francisco area where he 
makes his home. Unfortunately, 
for his popularity, but 
fortunately for his high ranking 
un this poll, Ray is not very 
popular anywhere else. 
Throughout the  A.W.A. 
territory, where he is co-holder 
of the A.W.A. World’s Tag Team 
Championship with Nick 
Bockwinkel, he is one of the 
most hated and that fact was 
brought out in the voting. Ray 
seemed to get votes from 
everywhere in the unpopularity 
section except from California. 
Surprisingly, he also received a 
block of support from Florida 
where he was wrestled only a few 
times. 

The next man on ths list is 
King Curtis  Iaukea. The 
heavyweight star from Hawaii 
gained a lot of support from 
W.W.W.F. territory where he was 
coupled with Bruno Sammartino 
or Pedro Morales on many 
ballots. King Curtis also received 
a lot of support from the Detroit 
area. Here again, as in almost 
every case from the top ten, we 
have a wrestler who has appeared 
in many areas and who received 
wide spread support. 

The number eight position 
went to the Animal. Anyone 
who has seen George Steele 
wrestle knows that he is an 
animal in the wrestling ring. 
George literally tears apart the 
building when he wrestles. I’ve 
seen him eat up the turnbuckles 
and then turn and knaw on his 
opponent. He will grab any 
weapon from a small foreign 
object concealed in his trunks to 
a board broken off from the ring 
steps. When George goes into 
action he can arouse a crowd 
more than any other grappler 
that I know of. Even though this 
was the first time he was named 
in this poll, our only surprise was 
that he didn’t finish higher. 
George got most of his votes 
from W.W.W.F. and also from 
the Pittsburgh areas. 

The ninth man on the list is 
named here for the first time but 
is a real veteran of wrestling. He 
is the son of all time great 
Warren Bockwinkel and he has 
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it doesn't matter to King Curtis laukea 
that his opponent is in the ropes and he is 
half outside. He still tries to choke the man 
into unconsciousness and defeat. For this 
reason and many others, King Curtis is not 
the seventh most unpopular wrestler in the 
world. 


This is The Animal. Some people call him 
George Steele, but he really is an animal and 
that is the reason why he is ranked number 
eight in the unpopularity poll. Our only 
question is whether or not an animal really 
qualifies to be ranked in a poll with human 
beings. 


also made a bigger name for 
himself. Currently he is the 
co-holder of the A.W.A. World's 
Tag Team Championship and 
received a lot of votes from that 
area. However, we would feel 
that because Stevens and 
Bockwinkel are a team many 
people dislike them together and 
the vote they would garner as 
individuals would be split 
between them since they are a 
tag team. 

That was not the case. Or, 
rather, that was the case, but 
Stevens and Bockwinkel are so 
disliked that even though the

vote was split between them they 
both gained enough support to 
be named among the top ten 
unpopular wrestlers in the world. 

The combined total of 2,889 
votes that these wrestlers 
received would have been enough 
to place either of them in the 
number three position if they 
had all gone to one of them. 
Besides A.W.A. support, fans in 
Georgia proved they hadn't 
forgotten Nick's long reign as 
Georgia State Heavyweight 
Champion even though it ended 
more than a year ago. Nick has 
made enough trips back to 
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Nick Bockwinkel placed ninth in the poll. 
He is shown here trying to choke The 
Crusher by sitting on the Milwaukee 
favorite's head which is draped over the 
ropes, Things like thís make Tricky Nicky 
one of the most unpopular wrestlers in the 
world. 
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Nick Bockwinkel and Ray Stevens are the 
A.W.A. World's Tag Team Champions. 
Together they are hated, but as individuals 
they Still raised enough feeling among the 
fans to make it into the top ten. They may 
well be the most unpopular tag team in the 
world. 
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Atlanta in the past year to keep 
his memory fresh in their minds 
and Nick also visited Florida and 
gained some votes there as well. 

The last man on the top ten 
list is The Big “К”. Frankly, this 
was the biggest surprise. We 
wouldn't have been surprised a 
few years ago when these polls 
started if Stanly Kowalski, as 
The Big “К” was then known, 
had pushed his way into the top 
ten. But frankly, The Big “К” 
has always been better known in 
the Midwest and West Coast than 
in the eastern areas where our 
biggest sales were during the 
early years of this magazine. But, 
today The Big *K", though he is 
still active as a wrestler and very 
successful, spends much of his 
time managing the careers of his 
various proteges. Ivan Koloff, the 
number two man in this poll, is 
the chief member of his stable. 
He also has managed the careers 
of Japanese stars Strong 
Kobayashi, Higo Hamaguchi, and 
The Great Kusatsu while they 
wrestled in the United States. 
But, The Big *K" obviously has 
gained the dislike of enough fans 
in the world to be one of the ten 
most  unpopular  wrestlers. 
Ironically, many of his votes 
were coupled with Don Muraco 
is the popularity contest, and 
Muraco, who finished in the 


sixth position in that poll was 
the big surprise there. 





Rounding out the top ten is The Big “K”, 
Although at present he is primarily the 
manager of Ivan Koloff, the Big "K" is very 
active as a wrestler as well. Here he grabs a 
hunk of Don Muraco's hair during a tag 
team match in Winnipeg. 





Looking over the top ten we 
have one other comment. Seven 
of these men were opponents of 
the most popular wrestler in the 
world today, Bruno Sammartino. 
It is no coincidence that The 


Sheik, Ivan Koloff, Pampero 
Firpo, Ray Stevens, King Curtis 
Iuakea, George Steele, and The 
Big “К” all wrestled against 
Bruno in recent years. 

Going down the list a bit 
farther we find that Killer 
Kowalski has lost none of the 
dislike that fans had for him in 
earlier years. He finished second 
in 1962 and fifth in 1965 and his 
eleventh-place finish this year is 
good. The Killer received votes 
from all over the United States, 
with California giving him the 
greatest support, and also quite a 
block from Australia. 

The man who finished twelfth 
is Baron von Raschke. Most of 
his votes were from fans in 
Indianapolis, Detroit, Montreal, 
St. Louis, and Chicago and that 
area. Don’t be surprised if The 
Baron finishes higher in 
subsequent polls. 

And now we come to the 
thirteenth position and it is held 
by the man who also finished 
eighth in the popularity poll this 
year. The World Wide Wrestling 
Federation Champion Pedro 
Morales. All we can say to 
explain this vote for a man who 
is obviously a very popular 
wrestler is that almost every one 
of the 807 votes that he received 
were coupled with Bruno 
Sammartino. When you consider 
that Sammartino received 0,084 
votes in winning the popularity 
poll and that Bruno, a former 
W.W.W.F. champion, has never 
received the chance to regain 
that title that he wants, then you 
can soon realize why eight 
hundred of five and a half 
thoudand voters who support 
Sammartino would vote against 
Morales. The upconiing bout in 
Shea Stadium in New York will 
probably settle that controversy 
once and for all and if Pedro 
wins that bout in the spectacular 
and clean style that he is known 
for he could replace Bruno as the 
most popular wrestler in the 
wrestling world as he already has 
as W.W.W.F. Champion. 
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Just missing the top ten was Killer 
Kowalski. The veteran star has been one of 
the most disliked grapplers for years and he 
hasn't slowed down much according the 
votes he continues to get. The Killer is still

We will run through the rest of 
the names rather quickly, simply 
giving you the position of the 
wrestler and where his greatest 
support came from. Commenting 
only on unusual items. 

Fourteenth was Waldo Von 
Erich. The former North 
American and N.W.F. Champion 
received most of his support 
from N.W.F. areas, and also quite 
a bit from the states of 


Oklahoma, Missouri, Arkansas, 


Texas, Louisiana, and Mississippi. 

Abdullah the Butcher also got 
the bulk of his support from 
N.W.F. cities. and also from 
Montreal and Detroit. 

Pretty Boy Larry Hennig, 
sixteenth, received almost every 
one of his votes from A.W.A. 
areas. Black Jack Lanza got 
support from both A.W.A. and 
W.W.A. circuits as well as from 
St. Louis to finish 17th. 

Ox Baker got a large block of 
votes from Georgia and also 
quite a few from Nebraska and 
finished eighteenth. Stan Stasiak 
got most of his votes from the 
W.W.W.F. and also from Texas. 
His name was coupled most 
often with Red Bastien and with 
Pedro Morales from (һе 
popularity contest. 

Bobby Heenan, a man who is 
primarialy a manager of Raschke, 
Lanza, and Mulligan, got votes 
from A.W.A., W.W.A., and St. 
Louis fans to finish in twentieth 


position. 

Dory Funk Jr. the N.W.A. 
World's Heavyweight Champion 
who finished 17th іп the 
popularity, proved that fans 
throughout the N.W.A. 
territories have mixed feelings 
about him. He was twenty-first 
in the unpopularity poll. 

Paul Jones got almost all of his 
votes to finish twenty-second 
from the state of Florida where 
he has garnered almost every title 
they have in recent months. 

Terry Garvin got support from 
Oklahoma, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Texas, Arkansas, and 
Missouri to finish in twenty-third 
position. 

Mad Dog Vachon, a man we 
figured would rank higher, 
apparently isn't as much disliked 
by A.W.A. fans as he used to be. 
But, on the Grand Prix circuit in 
eastern Canada the Dog is still 
the most unpopular. His vote 
total may have been cut by the 
fact that most of the Grand Prix 
fans speak and read French and 
as such they do not read our 
English magazines as much as 
fans in some areas do. 

In twenty-fifth position was 
John  Tolos. He was also 
twenty-fourth in the 
unpopularity poll. In both cases 


most of his support came from 


California. Apparently fans in 
that area don't know what to 
think about John. 


All in all, this poll was the 
most successful ever run. A 
representative number of votes 
from all over the country with 
no опе area predominating 
assures is of the fact that this is 
the most accurate public opinion 
poll of wrestling fans ever 
instituted. We feel that our 
sample was valid and that we did 
measure very accurately who the 
most popular and who the most 
unpopular wrestlers in the world 
are. 
The only difficulty that we see 
with such a vote is the fact that 
is measures only popularity and 
unpopularity, Therefore, it tries 
to lump all wrestlers into one of 
two categories. 

Not all wrestlers are heros or 
villains, or baby faces or villains, 
as many people like to classify 
them. Wrestlers come іп all 
shades of styles and can’t really 
be forced into the two arbitrary 
groups that we have tried to 
make for this poll. That is why a 
total of four people placed in the 
top twenty-five of both the 
popularity and the unpopularity 
polls. 

Also, it is not a measure of 
success since the World 
Champions did not place on the 
top of either list. But, for what it 
is, we feel that this poll is the 
most accurate opinion of all the 
world's wrestling fans that has 
ever been published.

bloodiest duos ever to enter the 
professional wrestling ring. 
During the 1960's they were 
joined by two other brothers. 

When Eddie decided to retire 
from wrestling to go in the 
promotion end of the sport in 
Tampa, Florida, younger brother 
Luke Graham was already 
wrestling and ready to step in 
with Jerry on the Graham 
Brothers tag team. 

Luke soon became as 
infamous ав his brothers, 
nicknamed by the fans as “Ста2у 
Luke." For several years he and 
Jerry continued on the Graham 
Brothers tradition. 

Meanwhile, Eddie had become 
more mild in his approach to 
wrestling, at least when wreslting 
in Florida where he had made his 
home. 

He explained it this way when 
being interviewed for a story in a 
1971 issue of Wrestling Revue. 

Eddie, at his home in Florida 
stated, “Неге at home, with my 
family nearby, doing the things I 
like to do — living graciously, I 
guess you'd call it— my

personality is easy-going. It 
shows up in the ring. But once I 
get away from Lucy and Mike, 
something happens to my nerves. 
I get keyed-up; І want to get 
back to them and — well, to 
relieve the tension, I take it out 
on the guys I wrestle. It may be 
tough on them, but it keeps me 
healthy." 

At any rate, Eddie eventually 
turned from wrestling to 
promotion іп Florida. 
Apparently Doctor Jerry and 
Crazy Luke never found a sport 
to settle down at. They 
continued to raise havoc across 
the country. Another younger 
brother, Billy, soon became the 
fourth wrestling Graham, though 
so far most of Billy's wrestling 
has been confined to the west 
coast. 

Jerry retired a couple of years 
ago, but Luke and Billy are still 
going strong. Eddie decided that 
the promotion business was not 
for him and early this year he 
sold his interest to Buddy Fuller. 

However, this is not the story

There have been many great 
tag teams. It would be very hard 
to single out one team as being 
the very best at one period of 
time in the sport because there 
has never been a universally 
recognized set of World's Tag 
Team Champions. 

But, taking the decade of the 
1960's, it is hard to find a team 
that has been more successful 
than the one made up of Jake 
Smith and Luke Brown. They 
were known as The Kentuckians 
and anyone who saw them in 
action will never forget them. 

They are both still wrestling, 
but in the last year it has been as 
singles stars. Luke has 
semi-retired to his Christmas 
Tree farm in Northern Minnesota 
but still does wrestle 
occasionally, most recently in 
Jim Crockett’s territory in the 
Carolinas and Virginia. 

Jake Smith continues to go 
strong. Since he and Luke lost 
the United States Tag Team 
Championship a year ago, Jake 
has been campaigning for a shot 
at singles titles, namely the 
North American Heavyweight 
Championship currently held by 
Cowboy Bill Watts and the 
N.W.A. World's Heavyweight 
Championship currently held by 
Dory Funk Jr. 

The one problem Grizzly is 
finding is that promoters don’t 
think of him as a singles star. 
They always think of him in 
terms of tag matches and 
sometimes tend to overlook the 
fact that he is one of the very 
best heavyweights in the world as 
well. However, now that he has 
been wrestling on his own for a 
year he is proving that he is 
indeed a top heavyweight. 

Either Funk or Watts will be 


/ 





very hard pressed if they ever 
have to defend their title against 
Grizzly Smith because he is 
determined to become a singles 
champion and Grizzly usually 
gets what he goes after. 

There һауе been several 
wrestlers who have come out of 
the hill country around 
Kentucky and adopted the 
scuffling style of that area to the 
professional wrestling ring, but 
none of them has done that more 
successfully than Grizzly Smith. 

Grizzly is big. He weighs in at 
around 350 pounds and stands 
around 6'8"' in height. He is one 
of the most popular wrestlers in 
the cities of Jackson, New 
Orleans, Shreveport, Little Rock, 
Wichita Falls, Joplin, Tulsa, and 
Oklahoma City, where he has 
done much of his recent 
wrestling, 

The legend of The 
Kentuckians has been made. On 
the basis of their great success as 
a team during the past ten years 
Grizzly Smith and Luke Brown 
are almost sure to some day 
enter the professional Wrestling 
Hall of Fame, temporarily 
housed in WRESTLING 
MONTHLY’S offices. 


But now Grizzly Smith is 
cutting out a new legend for 
himself as a singles star. He could 
very well end that career with 


one of the major titles in his 
possession. Anything is possible 
for this giant of the sport. And 
giant he is in every sense of the 
word. The only thing that we are 
sure is beyond his reach is the 
World's Junior Heavyweight 
Championship because no matter 
what he does Grizzly will never 
cut down enough weight to be a 
serious challenger to Danny 
Hodge.

Don't feel sorry for the little Dog as he gets 
thrown around by The Giant. Mad Dog has 
brutalized so many of his fellow grapplers 
that none will ever punish him as much as 
he has punished others. .

{ first met Mad Dog Vachon as 
a wrestling promoter. That was 
back in the days when I ran 
wrestling cards іп southern 
Minnesota, northern Iowa, and 
South Dakota. As a professional 
wrestling promoter, there were 
things about him that I liked. 
Those were the gate receipts 
every time Mad Dog was on the 


' card. 


He was the A.W.A. World's 
Heavyweight Champion back in 
those days. He had taken íhe 
title from Minnesota favorite 
Verne Gagne and everyone was 
waiting for him to be defeated. 
On my very first card, Mad Dog 
faced the great Indian sensation 
from Minnesota, Billy “Red” 
Cloud. The bout was in New 
Ulm, Minnesota, and proved to 
be one of the best, both from the 
fans' standpoint and also in the 
box office. But in one respect 
the fans were disappointed. Mad 
Dog kept the title and came 
home the winner. 

In the next five years Mad Dog 
often wrestled on the cards I 
promoted. He was always a great 
drawing card, but he always was 
uncontrollable. I remember a 





night in Marshall, Minnesota, 
when I was doubling as ring 
announcer. You understand that 
my wrestling cards, though part 
of the A.W.A., were on a very 
small time basis. But it didn't 
matter to the Mad Dog that he 
was performing before a 
thousand or so people instead of 
the larger crowds he usually saw 
in Minneapolis, Chicago, 
Milwuakee, Winnipeg, Denver, 
Omaha, or St. Paul. 

He went all out for victory 
any way he could get it. That 
night he threw me from my 
chair, grabbed the microphone 
cord, and went in after his 
opponent to choke him with it. 
That was the Mad Dog, grab 
anything and use what he can. 
No holds barred and no rules 
recognized. Victory is the only 
thing that counts. 

Well, Mad Dog lost the title. 
The next I heard he had been in 
an automobile accident in 
Quebec and wasn't expected to 
ever recover from serious injuries 
that he had suffered. 

Well, Mad Dog fooled the 
doctors. In less than a year he 
was back and a short time later 
he has brought his brother to 
A.W.A. territory as well. In a 
short time, Maurice and Paul, or 
Mad Dog and Butcher as they 
were known, had captured the 
A.W.A. World's Tag Team 
Championship from The Crusher 
and Dick the Bruiser. 

For three years the Vachon 
Brothers reigned as tag team 
champions. Again the Vachon 
name meant box office magic for 
all the A.W.A. promoters. But if 
Mad Dog himself was hard to 
handle, then with his brother 
Butcher at his side he was even 
worse. 

Oh, outside the ring and 
getting to his matches, Mad Dog 
was never a problem. No 
promoter ever had an еаѕіег and 
more reliable grappler to deal 
with. I remember one snowy 
night in South Dakota when I 
had matches scheduled in a small 
high school gym. There were 
eight wrestlers on the card but 
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Rapapapotski, the new tag team partner of 
Maurice Vachon, hails from Russia. He is 
often as brutal as the Dog. 


due to extremely bad weather 
only four wrestlers managed to 
make it through.. 

_A big crowd had turned out so 
I didn't want to cancel the card. 
But we needed to do some last 
minute improvising. I asked the 
four wrestlers who were there if 
they would consider wrestling 
twice. They all agreed. After 
getting permission from the state 
athletic commissioner in 
attendance, we announced that 
four of the wrestlers schedule 
would not appear that night, but 
that the four who were there 
would wrestle twice, once in 
singles matches and once as a tag 
team. 

Now I had one team made up 
of Pepper Gomez and Mil 
Mascaras, two wrestlers of similar 
styles and background who were 
fnendly and I knew would have 
no objection to teaming. The 
other two grapplers were Mad 
Dog Vachon апа  Shozo 
Kobayshi. I was a bit reluctant to 
ask Mad Dog to take a different 
partner, especially one he had 
never worked with before, since 
most holders of the World's Tag 
Team Championship would be 
reluctant to wrestle in a tag team 
match with anyone else but their 
championship partner. .Not so 
Mad Dog, he agreed immediately 
and I must admit that the tag 
team match that resulted was 
one of the best I have ever 
seen — fought as hard as any 
championship tag team battle 
ever seen in a large auditorium. 

One other*comment оп the 
fact that a promoter can always 
count on Mad Dog Vachon to 
wrestle wherever he is booked. I 
promoted monthly shows during 
the winter in Fairmont,

Minnesota. Mad Dog wrestled on 
several of them but one month 
when I tried to book him he had 
already signed for a bout in 
another town on that date. Well, 
I signed a complete card and 
forgot about Mad Dog. 
Meanwhile, his other booking fell 
through. So, even though he was 
not on the card Mad Dog drove 
some five hundred miles that day 
to Fairmont to attend the card. 

Shortly after I came east to 
take over the job of editor of this 
magazine, Mad Dog and Butcher 
lost the A.W.A. tag title to Red 
Bastien and Hercules Cortez. 
After losing that title, the 
Vachon Brothers, although they 
still appear from time to time on 
A.W.A. cards, moved back home 
to Quebec and now wrestle 
mainly on the Grand Prix circuit 
throughout western Canada. I 
have managed to make about a 
half dozen visits to tha area 
during the past year and a half. 
Almost every time I saw the Mad 
Dog in action. 

You may have guessed by this 
time, and I will admit it. I like 
Mad Dog Vachon. As a person he 
has always been friendly and 
considerate. I’ve even been a 
guest in his home. 

You might expect me to say 
that Mad Dog Vachon Пав 
mellowed into a different sort of 
a person in his native Quebec. 
Being in his home territory, one 
might expect that he is no longer 
the brute in the wrestling ring 
that I used to know. 

Well, much as I like Mad Dog 
Vachon as a person, I despise the 
way he wrestles! If anything he is 
worse ever. Sure I know that in 
recent months he has even been

Just about the best piece of 
-information this month is that after 
years of battling for the right to earn 
their livelihoods the girl wrestlers have 
received the green light to perform on 
—— New York State mats. 

; Charges of discrimination, court 
battles, and seeking their equal rights, 
the girl wrestlers fought a long, hard 
fight for the priviledge of appearing on 
New York State mats. So much 
pressure had been placed upon Edwin 
B. Dooley, chairman of the New York 
State Athletic Commission, when he 
continually turned thumbs down on 
the girls appearances in New York 
State that he finally had to submit in 
their favor, and that is as it should be. 

Among the girls who sought equal 
rights for the women wrestlers were 
Titi Jacobson, who wrestles under the 
nom be mat of Chi Chi Paris, and 
Rosalyn Drexler and the Fabulous 
Moolah, all of whom claimed that the 
girls were entitled to earn their 
livelihoods on the mat the same as the 
men. Robert C. Clark, of Dobbs Ferry, 
N.Y. was also instrumental in assisting 
the girls to obtain their licenses in New 
York State. The writer also has 
repeatedly expounded the cause of the 
women. It has been a long fight and 
the girls at last have come up with a 
deserved victory. More power to them. 

Now the more frustrated of the 
male species will at least have the 
opportunity to see the girls in action. 
Many of them will wonder whether 
their better halves will get ideas about 
applying head-locks and even choke 
holds when they find themselves in the 
midst of a family argument. Well, you 
asked for it, men, and you'll have to 
take the consequences. 

The writer receives many letters 
from fans who want to know who is 
the real world champion. In reply, let 
me say that pro wrestling today is 
operated under the jurisdiction of four 
wrestling factions. The oldest of these 
factions is the National Wrestling 
Alliance which has Dory Funk, Jr. as 
its champion. Then comes the 
. American Wrestling Association with 
Verne Gagne as champion. The World 
Wide Wrestling Federation comes up 
with Pedro Morales as its champion. 
| A little more than a year ago a new 
= faction known аб the National 








Wrestling Federation came upon the 
scene and signed up top echelon 
wrestlers for appearances on the 
Eastern seaboard, including New York, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio. For about 
eight months Waldo von Erich was 
champion of this faction. He was 
succeeded by Big Ernie Ladd for the 
title belt. In a battle which the fans are 
still talking about, Abdullah the 
Butcher took the belt from Ladd and 
at this writing is still on the throne. 

It is hoped that someday there will 
only be one champion. That is the 
objective of the National Wrestling 
Alliance. However, unless а 
tournament can be devised in which 
the four champions are willing to 
participate, it is apparent that pro 
wrestling will continue under the 
jurisdiction of the four factions as 
previously. There have been rumors of 
possible mergers of the factions, but 
nothing definate is in the offing at the 
present time. 

Wrestling is not the only sport that 
has divisions. Baseball has four, 
hockey two, and pro football has six 
and it is all for money reasons. What 
would happen today is all 26 pro 
football teams were in one division? 
Half of the teams would be out of it 
half way through the season. Then, 
goodbye interest and farewell to the 
big television money. 

It is possible that wrestling's four 
groups may consider a "super bowl” 
series of their own by 1973 with the 
losing champs within their groups 
keeping their titles but the winner 
would then be "king of them ай,” 

Whether such a series of matches 
will be consumated remains to be seen. 
It appears that each faction insists on 
having its own champion and whether 
contemplated changes are to be amde 
is open to conjecture at the present 
time. 

When it comes right down to cases 
one has to agree that the public made 
the rules of wrestling. They like to see 
the good guy take on the villain, and 
the result is drama in the making, and

that is why wrestling maintains its 
immense popularity with the fans 
from coast to coast, and it is what the 
world is all about anyway. 

The master minds behind pro 
wrestling would like to see the sport 
get its proper share of publicity on the 
sports pages of the metropolitan daily 
newspapers. This has nit been the case 
in the past because some sports editors 
did not accept wrestling as a sport but 
instead called it an exhibition. Be that 
as it may, some sportswriters have 
come to realize that pro wrestling 
today is outdrawing football 
attendance-wise, and wrestling is now 
getting front page publicity in some 
cities. 

The trend seems to be that pro 
wrestling is a big spectator sport and 
has a way of entertaining millions of 
people who seek excitement following 
their workaday exsistences. They seek 
a way of blowing off steam and the 
only way they can so it is to go to the 
wrestling matches where they can 
shout to their heart’s content, where 
they can razz the villains, and cheer 
the good guys, and otherwise enjoy an 
evening well spent in trying to relax 
their jaded nerves. That is what is 
happening in present day wrestling. 
That wrestling will continue to 
maintain its high degree os popularity 
is a foregone conclusion. When 
wrestling stands up for itself and gives 


, the fans the kind of matches they like 


to see then the success of pro wrestling 
will be assured. Many promoters are 
taking that attitude today and it is 
proving to be a bonanza for them. 
When the girls received the edict 
that they can now perform on New 
York State mats last July, it was the 
priviledge of Fabulous Moolah, 
champion of the girls brigade, to make 
her debut to an Eastern audience. 
Arrogant, but proud, Moolah came, 
saw, and conquered а fighting 
opponent in Debbie Johnson who was 
leveled by a drop-kick in 9:18 of fast,

but was an outstanding singles 
wrestler. He won and lost the 
Midwest Heavyweight title on 
several occasions. His matches 
with top scientific wrestlers such 
as Johnny Gilbert and Billy 
Goelz were more like wars, than 
wrestling matches. These are 
considered to be classic brawls in 
wrestling history. 

Standing 5'11" and weighing 
240 pounds, John is all business 
when he enters the ring. While 
wrestling in tag-teams, John has 
met such formidable foes as Dick 
the Bruiser, and The Crusher. 
Argentina Rocca апа Bruno 
Sammartino, and others too 
numerous to mention. 

During his career, John has 
had his share of injuries. “I’ve 
had my knees, elbows, teeth, 
ribs, and just about everything 
else you can think of injured. 
Everybody picks up his share of 
injuries, it just takes time.”’ 

When wrestling experts talk 
about veteran mat campaigners, 
the name of Johnny Kace always 
comes up. This staunch 
38-year-old veteran of pro rings 
is still the highlight of many 
wrestling cards. He has given 
up-and-coming talent such as 
Dale Mann, Paul Christy, Prince 
Pulens and Tom Lynch some 
very hard times іп recent 
matches. Johnny has provided 
much excitement in three major 
shows at the International 
Ampitheatre in Chicago in 1971, 
wrestling against such greats as 
Sailor Art Thomas, Joe Scarpello 
and Red Bastien. In his first 
match of 1972 he completely 
dominated Treach Phillips. Kace 
beat him with his favorite hold, a 
backbreaker, and pin. Johnny 
was the crowd’s favorite in this 
match, and everyone was glad to 
see the villainous Phillips get his 
just reward: It must have felt 
strange to Johnny to be on the 
receiving end of the fan’s cheers 
instead of the usual boos. 

Johnny does not wrestle as 
often as he used to, and he is 
more valuable to Chicago 
promoter Bob Luce behind the 
scenes than in the ring. Kace who 
often sold tickets ans set up the 
ring in small towns throughout 
the Midwest, is now considered 
the Chicago promoter’s 
right-hand man. Bob Luce has 
perhaps one of the most unusual 
and entertaining wrestling 
programs on television, in which 
he presents top matches between 
equally skilled grapplers. There is 


also a spot on the show in which 
Johnny frequently answers 
telephone questions that the fans 
put to him in Bob Luce’s 
wrestling show, aired from 12 to 
1 o’clock in the Chicago area, 
broadcast from Channel 44’s 
television studios. On the show, 
John handles the commentary 


for. the ‘Hold of the Week’, a. 


portion of the show in which 
two wrestlers demonstrate a 
wrestling hold for the fans. It is 
special added features like this 
that help make this wrestling 
show such a refreshing change 
from the ordinary run-of-the-mill 
TV programs in other towns. 
John stated: “Working with Bob 
Luce and being associated with 
him, in television work апа 
promoting, is one of the high 
points in my career." 

Wrestling has long been in 
Johnny's bloodstream. Before 
turning professional, Johnny 
wrestled at Marquette University. 
He never had his duel-meet 
record equaled. Captain of the 
1951 squad, John was brought 
into the pros by all-time football 
and wrestling great Jim 
MeMillen, and his college coach 
Larry Leaderman. Winning the 
Wisconsin state wrestling 
championship, and also playing 
football, John was a natural for 
the pro ranks. He married the 
daughter of Jim McMillen. 

John still religiously sticks to 
working out with weights, 
running, and a good all-around 
diet. With all the qualifications 
of a champion — you can see 
that Johnny Kace is truly one of 
the all-time pro-wrestling greats. 

Although he has always been a 
villain in the ring, there was 
never any carry-over in his 
personality. That is to say that 
outside of the ring, he is always 
friendly and polite. He has 
perhaps won more fans by his 
friendly attitude toward them 
outside of the ring, than by all of 
his many triumphs in his long 
career. He can always be found 
by the dressing room door 
chatting with the fans, and 
signing autographs for the young 
people gathered there. 

Johnny Kace is still going 
strong in the sport of wrestling, 
and no doubt he will continue to 
for many years to come. 
Wrestling has been good to 
Johnny Kace and he has been 
good for wrestling, both in the 
ring, and on the promotional 
team as well.

Colt's devastating defeat of 
Omar Atlas prompted veteran 
Omaha promoter Joe Dusek to 


give Colt a stiff test by matching 
him with one of the very best, 
Cowboy Bob Ellis. Colt handed 
Ellis his first television defeat, 
but not by conventional means. 
With a packed studio audience, 
and hundreds of thousands of 
fans watching at home, Ellis was 
defeated when Colt distracted 
the referee, allowing Ronald to 
batter Ellis’ vulnerable forehead 
with his cane, causing him to 
bleed profusely. Colt then 
proceeded to pin the bloody, 
stunned Cowboy. Although Ellis 
had already signed a contract to 
wrestle former Big Ten Wrestling 
Champion Bob Giegel on the 
next Omaha card, Ellis begged 
Dusek to give him a return match 
with Colt immediately. Dusek 
complied, and changed Ellis’ 
opponent from Giegel to Colt. 

When one thinks of Big Red, 
one usually thinks of Nebraska’s 
Championship football team. 
However, this term could very 
accurately describe the color of 
the mat when the smoke cleared 
after one of the most grueling 
and bloody matches in the 
history of professional wrestling. 
The match was even at a fall 
apiece, when Ronald again 
attacked Ellis’ vulnerable 
forehead with his cane, nearly 
blinding Ellis in his own blood. A 
beserk Cowboy then chased Colt 
out of the ring, in true rodeo 
fashion, and smashed Colt’s head 
into the Omaha Rosenblatt 
Stadium Grandstand, opening a 
gash in the brawler’s forehead. 
Both men, weak from the loss of 
blood, knelt in the center of the 
crimson ring, exchanging blows, 
until referee Ernie Dusek 
stopped the match saying, “1 just 
cannot let this continue,” and 
called the match a draw. 

Under the guidance of his 
manager, Ronald, it is quite 
evident that Christopher Colt is a 
serious contender for the World’s 
title.

Abe Ginsberg got himself well 
and truly hated for his tactics, he 
was rules out for staying too long 
outside the ring, and refused to 
get back inside to wrestle on. He 
had only himself to blame. 

Bill Ross found Zolton Boscik, 
the former British lightweight 
champion, a very hard man to 
deal with. However, during 
round three,. Roscik was ruled 
out for punching to the body, 
but not before the crowd had 
become enraged with his unruly 
tactics, during the short time the 
men were in action. 

The same Bill Ross met the 
more-arrogant-than-ever Adrian 
Street. The bout ended in a 
draw, but the immaculate Street 
found his new gold trunks in 
shreds by the end of the bout, 
and if the bout had lasted much 
longer, perhaps he might have 
been in shreds. 

‘Big’ Bruno Elrington and Mal 
Kirk scaled more than 280 lbs. 
each for their heavy weight bout. 
Referee Bernard Murray, 154 lb., 
was knocked flat when Mal Kirk 
gave him a friendly pat on the 
back. That is, if ever Kirk is 
friendly; he always seems to be 
as mad and rough as a couple of 
elephants. On another occasion, 
‘Big Bruno’ had to assist the ref 


to his feet after a hectic set-to by 
these mammoth heavyweights. 
Bruno won the bout with a 
crotch-lift and body slam. 

British heavyweight champion 
Albert Wall defeated a great 
fighter in Tibor Szakacs by two 
falls to one. A clean and fast 
bout. A week later, Wall received 
a cut eyebrow from Pete 
Roberts. This made Wall good 
and mad, but Roberts fought 
well until during the 7th round, 
he was thrown over the top 
ropes, and on regaining the ring, 
forced by a hammerlock to 
submit and lose the bout. 

Gwyn Davies, Welsh 
heavyweight champion, took on 
Albert Wall, both men scaling 
around the 240 lb. mark. Gwyn 
Davies stands 6’5” and is a 
handsome man too. In the early 
rounds, Davies used forearm 
smashes to deck the British 
champion several times until Wall 
bounced off the ropes with an 
elbow slam to floor Davies. 

Following up оп his 
advantage, Wall used leg and arm 
locks of all varieties with such 
force and vigor, a less powerful 
man than Davies would have 
been obliged to submit. In the 
fourth session, Davies got ahead 
by the use of his famous standing 
two arm suspension hold, and 
Wall could do no other than 
submit quickly. 

The following round, Wall 
scored with a flying head-butt to 
the body of Davies, and followed 
smartly with a single leg boston 
to gain the equalising submission. 
Wall won the bout as Davies 
failed to resume the hostilities 
owing to a knee injury which he 
had damaged earlier in the 
contest.

American than most of these 
guys who have been over here 10 
years.” exclaimed the journalist. 
"Well" said Bill, “I could speak a 
little of the language before I 
came over.” Knowing Bill, I 
doubt if he ever added to that 
statement. The poor writer 
couldn’t have realised that Bill 
was from Wales, part of the 
British Isles, and not from the 
Continent. 


Bulldog took the Welsh 
heavyweight title in his stride, 
and also the British title. 


Towards the end of his career he 
scaled in the region of 18 st. 
(256 lb.) and boasted a 52” chest 
at the height of only 58". 
However, when in America, 
scaling 196 lb. early in his 
wrestling days, Bill gave 70 lb. in 
weight to George Godfrey who 
stood 6'6". Godfrey had been a 
heavyweight boxing contender 
for the world title, but the 
colour bar was too strong for 
him to make much headway in 
that direction. In the first bout 
against Godfrey Bill forced a 
draw, but in a return match Bill 
won on points after an hour's 
hard wrestling.

referee in the ring, and grabbing 
the offending referee by both 
ankles threw him clean over the 
top ropes onto the laps of 
ringside wrestling fans. 

Just before wrestling became 
popular on television, Bill was 
standing in a bus queue, when a 
car crashed into them, and 
dragged Bill along the road for 
some distance. Bill's injuries were 
serious, and brought his ring 
career to an end. A less fit and 
tough man would have never 
survived.

cheered by the fans at times. 
That was on such rare occasions 
as when he was matched against 
some wrestlers that were hated 
even more than he is — men like 
Nick Bockwinkel апа Ray 
Stevens or Jerry Brown and 
Buddy Roberts. 

Bockwinkel and Stevens are 
the present A.W.A. tag team 
champions and Brown and 
Roberts are the present Grand 
Prix tag team champions. But, 
Mad Dog still wrestles with the 
same wild abandon. He still is 
not content with victory, but 
tries to punish and injure his 
opponents. I really believe that 
Mad Dog  Vachon goes 
completely  beserk in the 
wrestling ring. Once the bell 
rings, Mad Dog will literally try 


to tear his opponent limb from 


limb and leave the man in a 
bloody mess or with broken 
bones. 

Some will try to excuse Mad 
Dog Vachon. Everyone agrees 
that he has the ability to be a 
great scientific grappler. Не 
proved that as a member of the 
Canadian wrestling squad in the 
1948 Olympics in England and in 
the 1949 British Empire Games 
in New Zealand where he won 
the heavyweight gold medal. 

The excuse that many others 
give for the unsportsmanlike and 





brutal conduct of Mad Dog 
Vachon today is that early in his 
professional wrestling career Mad 
Dog tried to wrestle the scientific 
route and as a result he was 
brutalized by many larger 
opponents. They say that Mad 
Dog is just giving back the 
treatment that he has received in 
wrestling. 

I can agree to an extent. I still 
remember the night in 
Minneapolis when The Crusher 
took on Mad Dog Vachon and 
the Dog received what is 
probably the worst beating any 
man has ever taken. He lost so 
much blood that night that he 
ended up spending several weeks 
in the hospital. The Doctor said 
that the only thing that saved 
him was the fact that wrestlers 
like Mad Dog Vachon are in such 
great shape that they actually 
have an extra quart of blood in 
their system and that this last 
quart of blood was about all that 
Mad Dog had left when he 
ambulance got him to the 
hospital. 

But does that justify breaking 
a chair over Jos Leduc's head and 
sending him to the hospital to 
receive over twenty stiches? Does 
that justify cutting open Paul 
Leduc's head in a similar style a 
few weeks later. Does that jsutify 
sending Edouard Carpentier to 
the hosptial with a concussion? 

I say no! No matter how much 
punishment Mad Dog Vachon 
has received, he has dished out 


twice as much. If the account 
books were tallied, Mad Dog 
could now wrestle completely 
scientifically with no brutality 
for ten straight years and he still 
would have done more harm to 
his fellow wrestlers than they 
will ever do to him. 

Mad Dog is currently the 
Grand Prix Heavyweight 
Champion. Some say he is the 
best wrestler in the world. That 
may be true. But, because of 
some of the actions he has been 
guilty of in the wrestling ring, I 


would classify him as one of the 
worst criminals in professional 
wrestling. Mad Dog Vachon may 
even be cheered by some 
wrestling fans, especially against 
certain opponents. In single 
matches or as a tag team with his 
brother, Butcher, or with his new 
partner, Rapapaputski, Mad Dog 
Vachon continues to leave a 
strong of broken bodies behind 
where ever he wrestles. 

Maybe Mad Dog is such a nice 
guy outside the ring because he 
takes out all his hostility on his 
opponents. In some cases, I 
would say that is good. But can 
you really call splitting a man's 
head open good? No! 

Wrestling promoters relaxed 
the rules of the sport years ago 
because the fans demanded more 
action. The fans seem to love 
brutal blood baths and turn out 
in record numbers whenever one 
seems destined to result. 

But, don’t justify Mad Dog 
because his style of wrestling 
attracts fans. If brutality like he 
uses continues in professional 
wrestling, the sport is going to 
degenerate into something like 
the gladiator shows with fights to 
the death that become the 
number one entertainment in 
ancient Rome. 

Wrestling promoters 
everywhere now realize that 
though the public demands 
action, the great rash of injuries 
that has pervaded the sport in 
recent years is something that 
could very well destroy much 
needed top talent. They are 
working now to find a solution 
to the problem. We don't know 
what the solution will be, but we 
know one thing, with wrestlers 
like Mad Dog  Vachon 
around — and he isn't the only 
one though he might very well be 
the worst — that solution is going 
to be most difficult.
